IRISH AND OTHER MEMORIES, 


Memories often strike a note of regret. 
Underlying the Duke de Stacpoole’s re- 
miniscences is a sadness which is clouding 
the last years of all survivors of his genera- 
tion. It is not that he draws any com- 
parisons between to-day and yesterday. 
On the contrary, he seems to have tried 
to forget that ‘the Free State is a very 
different country from the Irish partner in 
the United Kingdom; but every now and 
egain his realisation and inevitable sad- 
ness are apparent. The Horse Show, he 
says, is the most important social gather- 
ing of the year. He does not preserve the 
present tense, however, a few lines farther 
on. “Great numbers of English and 
foreign visitors came for Punchestown as 
they did for the Horse Show.’ Again: 
“ The old type of country gentleman caer 
has long since departed.” 

The book was written in Galway in the 
winter of 1920-21, when the social condi- 
tions ae it impossible for an out-of- 
door, sport-loving county gentleman to 

ursue his normal life. One imagines the 
re in the library before which this courtly 
Ta wrote his reminiscences. 
Memory has crowded on memory. A'par- 
ticular reminiscence starts a train of 
thought which runs through thirty or forty 
years. Thus the book is no diary, In- 
deed, the Duke never kept a diary. It is 
not a running story of an orderly sequence 
of events, but a general talk about many 

le in many countries. 

P'the book opens almost abruptly with a 
recollection of the late Lord Clanricarde. 
Then the Duke tells something of his own 
family history. The family settled in Ire- 
land in 1168, and was firmly established in 
the public life of the country early in the 
fifteenth century, The Duke s great-grand- 
father adopted the Roman Catholic 
religion in 1778, and his father had the 
title conferred on him in Rome for his 
munificent gifts to various funds, The 
late Duke took Holy Orders after his wife's 
death. 

The present Duke was born in Paris, 
but spent his early years in Ireland. He 
tells much of the social life in Ireland of 
that day, of the hospitality and the 
courtesy of the people. He writes all this 
in the past tense. They were great hunt- 
ing days, but the Duke took a keen in- 
terest in the industries of his country. 
He deplores the lack of “capital and 
energy in developing the country’s 
natural resources, shows that there are 
two sides to the razing question, and 
speaks of the “ f-educated, but pre- 
cocious, products of national schools.” 

The Duke was always a fervent admirer 
of Rome and al] for which Rome stands, 


‘He visited the city almost yearly from 


1869, and has many stories to tell of the 
renowned members of the Roman Catholic 
aristocracy of the world whom he met 
there.

MOUNT EVEREST. 

The first volume on the ascent of Mount 
Everest appears just as the second year’s 
expedition is about to make the real 
attempt to reach the summit. Few mem- 
bers of the first expedition are making the 
second attempt—not because their first ex- 
perience was enough, but because they 
never were intended to be the party to 
scale the last 9,000 feet. That was re- 
served for practised Alpine climbers, of 
whom the first expedition contained only 
a couple. Its réle was that of recon- 
naissance—the exploring of the various 
approaches to the mountain from the west, 
north, and east. The south side was de- 
barred, as Nepaul was forbidden territory, 
and in any case the mountain from that 
side appears to be inaccessible. 

The narrative of this book is written by 
several hands. The main portion, parts 
of which appeared in Zhe Times during 
the course of the expedition, is by Colonel] 
Howard Bury, the leader of the party. He 
writes not as a climber, but as a traveller. 
He had already penetrated into this part 
of Tibet on hunting expeditions and knew 
its people and their ways. He strikes the 
mh só as the typical wanderer into strange 
places, in love with the wild, seeing beauty 
everywhere, @ man who appreciates and is 
appreciated by the simple and friendly folk 
who inhabit the country. The chapters of 
the book which deal more directly with 
the climbing of the mountain slopes and 
the search for a way to the summit are by 
Mr. Mallory. His concern is moro directly 
with the grandeur of the mountain itself 
and the smaller peaks around. He has 
the practised eye of the climber and uses 
the phrases and words of the expert. He 
gives the reader an excellent idea of the 
mountain's appearance—‘‘not a snow 
mountain, with white cap and glaciated 
flanks, but a great rock mass, coated often 
with a thin layer of white powder, and 
bearing perennial snow only on the gentler 
ledges and on several wide faces less steep 
than the rest. I was reminded often of 
Winchester Cathedral, with its long high 
nave and low square tower.’’ In beauty of 
structure and for striking appearance 
Everest yields to the neighbouring moun- 
tain Makalu, ' “incomparable for its spec- 
tacular and rugged grandeur, a terrific, 
‘awe-inspiring sweep o snow-bound rocks.” 

It is Mr. Mallory who observes more 
particularly the effect of the altitude on 
climbers, the need for deep and regulated 
breathing, the impossibility of sustained 
effort at these great heights, the lassitude 
engendered in crossing glaciers under a 

i; 


hot. sun. ena are developed 
in the closing chapter of the book by 
Professor Collie, the President oí the 
Alpine Club, who points out the danger of 
sun-stroke owing to the penetration of 
violet rays at high level, and discusses the 
possibilities of the use of oxygen. The 
naturalist will find. much of interest in 
the chapters by Dr. Wollaston on the 
flora and fauna of these regions ; for many 
of our garden flowers have their natural 
habitat in these valleys. 

The ordinary reader will find his chief 
interest in the actual narrative of events. 
The descriptions of the varying character 
of the country through which the expedi- 
tion passed in its semi-circular survey 
round Everest, extending over three 
hundred miles or more, are admirable. 
One day they would Le among juniper, fir 
trees, and tall rhododendrons, the ground 
carpeted with primulas of every hue; then 

amid alpine gentians and dwarf gorses ; 
then a drop into a valley filled with red 
roses, and further down into almost 
tropical plants—great tree-ferns. dripping 
with moisture, bamboos and butterflies of 
every hue. Colonel Bury has the painter's 
eye for landscape—the beauty of sunrise 
and sunset amid these keen ire moun- 
tains, which run in an unbroken line over 
a distance that would stretch from the 
English Channe! to the Caspian. He and 
his companions would start off early in 
the morning to catch some glimpse of the 
mountain slopes before the mists obscured 
the views. On these heights the white 
moonlight would bring out clearly snow- 
clad peaks a hundred miles away. He has 
caught those glimpses which bring home 
the wonder of this mountain-land. 

Inevitably, owing to the extent of the 
operations, the expedition had to split up 
into several parti¢s, uniting from time to 
time and finally joining in the last effort 
to get as close as possible to the peak. 
That effort was not wholly successful even 
in what it set out to achieve—namely, to 
reach one of the lower peaks, so as to map 
out clearly the way for the next year's 
expedition in its final attack. 

n the Tibetan coolies this year’s party 
will have as good mountaineers as can be 
found in the East, but whether success 
will result appears to be in doubt. Colonel 
Bury is fran iy sdeptical and Mr. Mallo 
a little more hopeful. It is not the di 
culty of climbing that is the bar, but the 
difficulty of breathing and of effort, and, 

above all, the be er-present menace of 
storm-wind bearing clouds and snow.

MOTOR CYCLING. 
SENIOR TOURIST TROPHY. 


BENNETT WINS ON SUNBEAM. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
DOUGLAS, Thursday. + 
The Senior Tourist Trophy Motor Cycle Race 
was decided to-day under ideal weather conditions 
over the came course as they used for the Junior 
race on Tuesday, but with an extra lap of the 
371 miles cirenit, making a distance of 2363 miles. 
In every respect the anticipations expressed in my 
message of yesterday were realised. The race re- 
solved itself. into a contest between A. Bennett

circuit of last year was beaten nineteen times dur- 
ing the day. 
Bennett's progress, lap by lap, was most con- 
sistent. Although he was never headed he cannot 
be said to have had the race always in hands, 
as Dixon was at all times pressing him. The latter 
was two minutes behind the Mais, at the end of 
the first lap. He went into second place on the 
second lap, and third place on the third, but this 
time he was further behind the leader than on the 
first circuit. On the fourth lap Dixon was second, 
and but 53 seconds behind Bennett. He fell away 
again on the penuitimate round, and dropped out 
03 the last circuit, Meanwhile Bennett went round 
with the regularity and speed of a railway train, 
and ran out a winner by 7 minutes 32 seconds, at 
an average speed of 58 miles an hour, His time 
was 17 minutes better than that of last year's 
winner. The merit of the victory of the Sun- 
beam is enhanced by the fact that it put up quite 
the best team performance of the race by having 
three machines in the first eight. The next best 
eam performance was that of the Scott machines, 
which had three in the first nine. The race was

POSITION OF BRITISH. 
CITIZENS.

The following statement has been issued by 
the Irish Registration Bureau (Compensation 
Claims’ Committee) on the position of British 
citizens in the Irish Free State :— 

“ The position of Southern loyalists, and of 
all those who have ever shown any British 
sympathies, is far worse than was represented 
by Mr. Churchill in his speech last night (Wed- 
nesday). There is no record of the number of 
murders which have taken place since the 
Treaty, but it is well known that there have 
been very many more murders of loyalists, ex- 
soldiers, and ex-policemen, than have been re- 
ported to the House of Commons. 

“The terror is so complete in many districts 
that resistance to evacuation would be per- 
fectly futile, and men have had to fly on the 
first intimation from rebel forces that their 
presence is undesirable, leaving behind all! they 
possessed. ‘In a few instances resistance has 
been offered, but in every case where these 
brave men have attempted to defend their 
homes they or their friends have suffered the 
supreme sacrifice. 

“It is true that in some cases representa- 
tions have been made to the Provisional Go- 
vernment, but this has not resulted in adequate 
protection being afforded, and it is not safe for 
the refugees to return when there is no effec- 
tive police force or ordered government to pro- 
tect them.” , 

THE CLASSES REPRESENTED. 

“The refugees from Ireland are organising 
themselves into a strong representative associa- 
tion; which will take up their case, negotiate 
with the British Government, and appeal to 
their friends in England and Scotland to help 
them. They represent all classes of - persons— 
Viz. : 

“1, Large landowners, who have had their 
homes and estates seized by armed men and 
their property and persona] effects confiscated, 

“2. Their dependents. 

“ 3. Working farmers, smal! traders, profes- 
sional men who had established loca] businesses 
and industries. 

“ 4, Persons connected with important indus- 
trial concerns, such as the railways, banks, and 
creameries, manufacturers, etc. 

‘*5 Ex-Government employés, such as _ re- 
tired R.I.C. men and ex-soldiers (in many cases 
these men had retired up to 20 years, had 
married and settled down in small crocery and 
other businesses), ex-Post Office officials, rail- 
waymen, farm labourers, etc. 

“6. Englishmen who had made their homes 
in Ireland, and against whom there was no 
complaint except that they. were English. 

“The methods adopted against these people 
show a co-ordinated movement to expel from 
Ireland those who are even suspected of having 
at any time “shown ‘British sympathies. and 
combined with this movement—and probably to 
some extent controlled by it—is the anti- 
capitalist influence of the Third International, 
which is exercised through the Irish Tfansport 
Union and the more extreme body, the 
Workers’ Republic. 

“ The expulsion is not confined to Protestants, 
although in some villages—notably in West 
Cork—nearly every Protestant trader and small 
farmer has been expelled at the point of the 
revolver, and many of their relatives have been 
shot. A very large number of the exiles are 
Roman Catholics, and, in politics, were members 
of the old Nationalist Party of Mr. Redmond. 
The armed bands have made a special set 
against all those who either sent their sos t 
fight in the British Army, or who assisted re- 
cruiting in Ireland during the European war. 
In most cases these people have arrived in 
London with nothing but the clothes in which 
they stand up. 


PROPERTY AND CAPITAL, 


“Thus the Irish terror is directed against ail 
who own -any property or capital, or are sup- 
posed to belong to the so-called ‘‘ Bourgeois ”’ 
class. This has caused these people to unite, 
irrespective of former politica] differences. 

““ Although the Irish Treaty Act will deprive 
British citizens in Ireland of representation in 
or protection from the British House of Com- 
mons, where, under the Speaker's ruling, their 
grievances cannot now be adequately discussed, 
they claim that they still hold rights of British 
citizenship, in common with other subjects of 
the King. Ministers of the Crown have stated 
that since the passing of the Treaty Act their 
responsibility to protect the lives and liberties 
of these people’ has ceased. ‘There seems to be 
some doubt on this question.

FRANCE'S. POLICY. OF

M. POINCARE’S FIRM 
“ATTITUDE, 


STAND ON TREATY OF 
VERSAILLES, 


In the French Chambey yesterday M. 
Poincaré said that German.had shown 
bad faith, especially in Upper Silesia, 
where frequent discoveries of arms and 
attacks on French soldiers entitled France 
to doubt German sentiments and take 
appropriate precautions, 

At Genoa France had borne with the 
“insolent attitude” of the Bolsheviks 
because she was anxious to make the Con- 
ference a success. France would not, hów- 
ever, sacrifice any of her rights under the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

That. Treaty accorded liberty of action 
to all the signatories. He did not wish 
to take isolated action, but Germany 
never respected anything but strength, 
and that was why France preserved her 
strength. 

France earnesily desived friendship with 
Great Britain, but not even to retain that 
would she dishonour the memory of those 
who died in battle. 


DOUBTFUL SENTIMENTS, 


GERMANY’S SECRET ARMS. 
- Notwithstanding the stifling heat the Cham- 
ber was thronged yesterday in anticipation of 
M. Poincare’s reply to interpellations on the 
foreign policy of the Government, 

In a long speech he réferred in the first place 
to Upper Silesia and to German atiacks on 
French soldiers there. He said, amid ap- 
plause, that when the French Government Com- 
mission withdrew from Silesia the guilty parties 
would’ be transferted to prisons outside Ger- 
many. He alluded to the seizure of machine 
guns, rifies,, grenades, and cartridges at Glei- 
witz, and said that ‘‘so long as Germany does 
not aid us to discover the culprits, we are en- 
titled to doubt their sentiments and act accord- 
ingly.” 

After further allusions to Germany's hidden 
stores of arms and the loss of life among the 
French troops of occupation, he said—“It is 
scandalous that our soldiers should be exposed 
to a death to which their country does not cal! 
them. These dangers to our men must be 
abolished.” (Cheers.) 

“The best means of maintaining peace in 
Upper Sil¢sia,as on the Rhine and everywhere 
else, is not to separate peace from the observa- 
tion of treaties. How can anyone accuse ws 
of being lunatics thirsting for conquests? No, 
no, gentlemen. The first condition of ensuring 
a fruitful peace is not to base it on contempt 
of treaties and the violation of the rights of 
peoples."" (Loud applause from all benches.) 

With regard to Russia, said the Premier, M. 
Barthou and the other. French delegates at 
Genoa had loyally defended French and 
European interests. They had. not partici- 
pated in the negotiations with the Bolshevists, 
as that would not have been in keeping with 
the dignity of the country. 

The check with which the Conference met 
was not due tovthe attitude of our delegation, 
which did ali in its power to prevent it, but to 
the insolent attitude of the ‘Bolshevist delega- 
tion regarding the Rapallo Treaty and subse- 
quent discussions.

FOUR MORE DEATHS, 

The total number of deaths.in Belfast 
yesterday was four, and thirty-two people 
were injured, including seven who are 
suffering from burns. 

An inhuman outrage was committed at 
night, when men called at a house and, 
pouring inflammable liquid over a woman, 
set it on fire. She was seriously burned. 


FIRES AND DEATHS, 
FOUR CRUEL MURDIZS, 

The shooting in the streets of Belfast con- 
tinued during Wednesday night at intervals, 
and sniping was almost continuous in different 
districts yesterday. Many fires, which were 
evidéntly the work of incendiaries, broke out. 

The first death yesterday occurred shortly 
after daybreak, when William (Callum, a baker, 
who was returning home from work, was killed 
by a sniper, who was concealed in the neigh- 
bourhood of Cromac street. Only one shot was 
fired, and afterwards the body was found lying 
in the street. 

Shooting also took place in the Grosvenor 
road district, which had been: the scene of 
activity on the part of gunmen on Wednesday 
evening.- A large force of Special constables 
and military engaged the snipers. During the 
disturbances two houses were set on fire in 
Grosvenor place, and were gutted. There was 
also extensive looting from houses in the neigh- 


| bourhood. 


An ‘eleven-year-o.d boy, Albert M'‘Mordie, 
while delivering newspapers in this district, re- 
ceived a gunshot wound in the head. He was 
dead on his arrival at the hospital. Six other 
persons who were wounded in this area were 
taken to hospital. 

A motor lorry driver named James F. Kane, 
of Limestone road, was shot dead while driv- 
ing along Falls road. Stanhope street, 
and the adjoining quarters, were, during the 
forenoon, the scene of considerable firing. 
Thompson machine gun was brought into 
action, but it was answered by the military 
end police on foot, and from armoured cars. 
The result is not known. 

Shankill road was the scene of another shoot- 
ing affair yesterday evening, the victim bein 
a young man named Michael Hugh, of Old 
Lodge road. He wae a clerk in the Shankill 
road Labour Exchange. He was going home 
after his day’s work when he was shot dead 
near Diamond street. His body was removed 
to the age Hospital... This outrage brings 
te death roll since Wedmesday evening up to 
14. : 

In the afternoon three shops which were set 
on fire in the Grosvenor road area were cuited. 
They were occupied by Miss ©, Phillips, 
milliner; P. McManus, fruiterer; and a man 
named McTaggart, a spirit grocer. At a.later 
hour the public-house of J. and N. Kelly, 
Durban street, was looted and set on fire, con- 
siderable damage being done. 

A eimilar outrage was committed at the 
grocer’s.shop of Francis Carnduff in Francis 
street. 

Looters were hard at work at a public-house 
In Grosvenor road when the police arrived and 
made two arrests. 


A SAVAGE ACT. 
WOMAN SET ON FIRE. 
Shortly after nine o clock a diabolical out- 
rage was committed by a number of men who 
called at the house of Dr. McSorley, Donegal! 
Pass. They asked for the doctor, and, know- 
ing that he was absent, entered the house, 
seized the servant, Susan McCormack. (40), 
threw her down, and, pouring some inflammable 
substance over her, set it on fire. She was 
taken to hospital suffering from severe burns 

and shock. 

The McDonagh-Bernard Shaw Repertoire 
Company, who have been appearing at the 
Royal Opera House, have cancelled their en- 
gagement and left the city owing to the per- 
sistent sniping. Another company, which were 
billed to appear next week, have intimated that 
they will not go to Belfast under the present 
conditions, and Messrs. Warden have decided 
to close the theatre until July.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS: — . 


M. Poincaré's speech on the foreign relations 
of France, if we may judge from the tele- 
graphic reporte, will be received in this country 
with the favour accorded. in France to the 
general tone of that delivered by the Prime 
Minister on Wednesday. 

It appears to be a very sober and réstrained 
statement, although it firmly maintains the 
rights of France under the Treaty of Versailles. 
M. Poincaré spoke with commendable caution 
about The Hague Conference, and his views 
of the Bolshevist. system are unchanged, 
Genoa probably has but strengthened them, as

GERMANY'S BAD FAITH. 


The Times Correspondent at Berlin says ~~ 
Some weeks ago I drew attention: to the 
dangers attending a reduction in the personnel 
of the Military Commission of Control. it 
now appears that the result has been, in the 
opinion of Genera] Nollet, nothing less than 
“stagnation " for several months: past in the 
work of control. The obstruction of the 
German authorities has, indeed, reached such a 
pitch that Genera! Nollet has decided to post- 
pone indefinitely the reduction of Allied 
personnel which was contemplated for July }. 

During the ten weeks which elapsed between 
March 1 and May 15 there were no less than 
twenty-three cases of discovery of arms and of 
war material concealed by ‘the German 
authorities, A particularly flagrant case has 
occurred within the last few days. A contro! 
officer, on visiting a barracks at Stutigart, dis- 
covered a large quantity of machine: guns, 
rifles, and mauser pistols concealed in the roof. 
The police and Reichwehr authorities declined 
to give him any assistance, and expressed their 
regret that a British officer could “ sink so 
low ” as to doubt their word.

M. Briand had in- 
voked the paragraph on January 30, 1921, in 
London. No cone had contested France's right 
to do so. 

“ For my part,” M. Poincaré continued, “I 
shall do my utmost to avoid any isolated 
action; but, however desirable the maintenance 
of accords may be, we cannot sacrifice to them 
the exercise of our rights.” (Cheers from all 
parts of the House, except the Extreme Left.) 

Voice from Extreme Left—Do you still con- 
template isolated action ? 

M. Poincaré—No, I hope not. Germany has 
never respected anything but strengih, and 
that is why we have retained ours. 

Turning to the negotiations with the Soviet 
Government,. the emier referred to the 
anxieties of the Little Entente, which was in 
fear of invasion of “ Red” armies. While he 
believed that the reports of the messing of 
“Red ” forces on the Polish and Rumanian 
frontiers were exaggerated, it was natural that, 
in the present circumstances, the Allies should 
offer credits to Soviets only so far as they gave 
guarantees. 

Alluding to the comparisons drawn by the 
Bolshevists between the Russian and French 
Revolutions, M. Poincaré declared that such 
comparison was unjustified, since the French 
Revolution had had a greater resemblance to 
the English Revolution.

It was to be hoped that in all these matters 
the soldiarity which had . united the Allies 
during the war should be maintained during 
peace. 

A burst of cheers greeted the Premier. when 
he affirmed the unchangeable friendship of 
France for. Belgium and ie sincere desire to 
remain united to Great Britain. 

He went on to review all that France had 
done to make herself agreeable to the latter 
country, as, for instance, remaining to the end 
at Genoa, in spite of the attitude of the 
Bolshevists and Germany, and by her attitude 
on the Eastern question, in spite of the 
machinations of Emir Feisul in Mesopotamia, 
which had resulted in French soldiers being 
fired on in Damascus. 

On the other side of the. count, he recalled 
the fact that Great Britain, had abandoned au 
important section of the Treaty of Versailles. 

Not one of these incidents, however, had 
estranged France from England. The 
French had quite understood that between 
the two Allied nations there © could 
not be entire singleness of views, and that an 
Entente policy, however close, did nob mean 
complete identity ef opinion.

TRAMS AND RIOTS. 


At'the Belfast Corporation yesterday a dis 
cussion took place regarding the withdrawal of 
the tram service to the Falls road, following 
the burning of one of the cars. 

Councillor Oswald Jamison (Nationalist) said 
that the entire community had no sympathy 
with the burning of one of the cars. 

Councillor Turner said that the Committee 
had been considering the matter, and after 
Councillor Jamison’s statement the cars would 
be immediately restored on the Falls road. lí, 
however, any more of the cars were destroyed 
they would be reluctantly compelled to with- 
draw them either from that route or on any 
other section where a similar thing occurred. 
So far as the Falls road was concerned, the 
service would, on the undertaking given by 
Councillor Jamison, be restored immediately. 

Councillor Jamison said that he would like 
to correct the Chairman. He did not give an 
absolute guarantee that no one would touch the 
trams, because he had no control whatever over 
the persons who set .thém on fire, but the 
public themselves were so incensed at the action 
of these people that they would guarantee their 
protection. 

Councillor Turner said that in view of even 
the people themselves so undertaking, the cars 
would restored, and he trusted that the 
people in the Falls district would do all that 
they possibly could to protect the cars. 

Alderman Duff congratulated - Councillor 
Jamison upon his presence at the meeting, as 
it gave the lie direct to the letter that 
had been sent by one of his colleagues to the 
Press. 


BROUGHT TO JUSTICE. 


In connection with the statement by the 
Lord Chancellor in the House of Lords on Wed- 
nesday night, that no culprit had been brought 
to justice’ for outrages in Belfast, it was 
officially stated in that city yesterda 
the Belfast City Commission in April 156 persons 
were made amenable by being brought to trial, 
and of these such a high proportion as 99 were 
found guilty, 22 were acquitted, and there were 
jury disagreements in six cases, while a noile 
prosequi was entered in eight cases.

Sinoe then almost two hundred 
‘men, women, and children had been murdered 
in Belfast, and £2,000,000 worth of property 
had been destroyed.

REMOVED FROM KILDARE 
STREET CLUB. 
Marlborough Hall, Dublin; which had been 
occupied by Dail troops, but was vacated when 
the transfer of the troops to the Curragh took 
place, has now been made available for the 

accommodation of refugees from Belfast. 

About two hundred refugees were taken to 
the Hall yesterday morning from the Kildare 
street Club. Three special tram cars took them 
from the Club premises to the Hall. The party, 
representing, it is said, about seventy. families, 
were photographed before leaving the Club. 

The Fowler Hail and other places in the city 
at present occupied by refugees will, it is under- 
stood, shortly be vacated, the idea being to 
transfer their present temporary occupants also 
to Marlborough Hall. i 

Commandant Henderson (Four Courts), who 
is directing the Belfast boycott, informed 
newspaper representatives that the Kildare 
street Club probably would be vacated in the 
course of a few days. He added that the re- 
sponsibility for the care of the Belfast refugees 
was. being assumed, not by the Provisional Go- 
vernment, but by Dail Eireann. 

Two parties of refugees arrived in Dublin 
yesterday. The first consisted of a man and 
his wife, two sons, and four little children. 
They arrived by the 1 o'clock train, and were 
taken by Miss Doherty, of: the International 
Catholic Girls’ Protection Society, to Marl- 
borough Hall. * | 

The second party arrived at 5.20, and was 
met by Commandant Henderson, Director of the 
Boycott, and a smal] party of LR.A. Miss 
Doherty also awaited their arrival. The num- 
ber of which the I.R.A. had been notified was 
27, but this was somewhat exceeded. The party 
was composed almost entirely of women and 
children, some of the children being carried in 
the arms of their mothers, and the luggage was 
mostly represented by paper parcels, apparently 
put togéther with haste.
